The Evans was loaded with 600 
tons of can-making machinery, 
canning machinery, wire netting, | 
wire cable, lumber and coal for 
Port Althrop and some supplies 
for the Canoe Pass Packing Com- 
pans.

She is of 
2,393 gross tons, and her engines 
develope 2,000 indicated horse 
power.

This is 
the shortage the go. ernmené 
purposes attending to by the 
importation of men who 
otherwise cannot be used in 
military service. 

No Alaska fishermen will 
be deprived of fishing, pro- 
vided they want to fish. 
Aside from that we should 
not be unmindful of the fact 
that at least sixty per cent 
of the fishermen in Alaska 
are men who have only taken 
their first papers to become 
citizens. They made their 
appearance here without any 
opposition from the citizens. 
Why should they object to 
new comers. The latter may 
become good citizens also 
and just as useful to the 
country as most of those who 
object to their coming. 

However, the government 
knows best and if Alaska 
needs more fishermen, Alas- 
ka shall have them.
